What we can do and what is daily becom- 
ing a necessity is to use more care in granting 
licenses. 

With few exceptions, a man driving a car 
acts. about the same, in regard to his con- 
sideration of others, as when he is not 
driving. This does not mean that the few 
exceptions are the only drivers who are not 
imbued with the habit of safety and proper 
consideration of others, because man 
drivers who do not change much in ‘their 
attitude toward others when they become 
drivers of cars, are already badly equipped 
mentally to have contro! of such a vebiche. 

What then, in general, constitutes a good 
driver, asks the A. L. A. Is he one who 
never has an accident? Is he one who is 
mentally, morally and physically fit as well 
as mechanically inclined? Is he cautious, is 
he afraid to take a risk or assume respon 
sibility? Just how complete should be his 
education and does his ability to be a perfect 
driver, if such there be, depend upon the 
degree of his education or otherwise? Should 
a college professor, by reason of such, be 
given preference over a graduate of a gram- 
mar school, other things being equal, or 
should it be assumed that his education alone 
entitles him, without other considerations, 
to be passed as a driver. 

It has been said by employers who have 
had long and varied experience with help 
that they wouldn’t give a “hang” for a man 
who never made a mistake in his work, their 
argument being that through mistakes we 
are taught; but there is a wide difference 
between men who make a mistake and who

House, but this grain should not be used for Pog a ee en ren 
feeding pigeons, English marrow: crows, 
starlings and other non-useful birds. 

Although this winter has so far been 
favorable to the birds, special efforts should 
be made to bring them through this emer- 
gency by putting out food for them, As the 
winter progresses, their vitality becomes 
low and one severe storm will affect them 
greatly if their food supply is covered by the 
snow or ice. 

Almost any sort of grain which is not too 
large is suitable for the birds but they must 
be given “grit” such as sand, gravel or 
ashes as well as the grain. 

Help to feed the birds now, and they will 
help to feed you next summer by safeguard- 
ing our agricultural crops against the ravages 
of insects.

While the desire to earn more money 
seems to be true with regard to most 
Americans, we seldom hear much talk 
nowadays about the rewards of saving 
more. There is very little said about 
the prohibitive price of luxuries, but 
hundreds of authors and advertisers are 
making fortunes telling the Average 
Citizen how to gain these self-same 
luxuries. 

Now and then however, in_addition. 
to the regular issue of bank blotters 
advertising the profits of thrift, some 
calculating mind produces interesting 
figures on the accumulative value of 
the -“Penny Saved —.” The most 
recent of these that has come to the 
Townsman’s attention is that supplied 
by Mr. F. A. Holliday, president of the 
Overland Cement Plaster Company of 
Laramie, Wyoming. According to Mr. 
Holliday, one cent at 5 per cent interest, 
compounded annually, from the first 
year of the Era of the Christian Fathers 
until the present day, would amount 
to  $562,000,000,000,000,000,000,000,- 
000,000,000,000. “ 

Further figures showing what one 
cent would grow into at various rates 
of interest from the beginning of the 
Christian Era up to 1900 are given 
as follows: 

1 per cent. ... $1,610,000 

2 per cent... .$219,000,000,000,000 

3 percent. ...$249 (20 ciphers) 

A percent... .$227 (28 ciphers) 

5 percent... .$182 (36 ciphers) 

Of course we all know that money 
isn’t gathered for such a prolonged 
number of years as outlined above, 
because of the many breaks in civiliza- 
tion’s progress and the comparatively 
short length..of time in which any 
amount of money can be piled up. But 
the value of thrift is nevertheless 
greatly underestimated in the swift- 
flowing stream of nodern affairs. 

Our newspapers and magazines are 
crammed with stories of over-night 
wealth, sudden losses, enormous busi- 
ness deals, mammoth construction, 
money-making “ideas” and _ general 
get-rich-quick-and-live-fast material. 
The so-called homely virtues have gone 
the way of spinning-wheels and bustles. 
As a result we have become accustomed 
to thinking in “big money” and hurry- 
up terms; but this kind of auto-sug- 
gestion fails to increase the output of 
the mints or the speed of human 
thought. We cannot hope to escape the 
inactivity and decreased earning capac- 
ity of old age any more now than we

This concert will 
be the second in the current series and one 
which will be notable among its many 
splendid presentations. String Quartette 
concerts have been popular in Andover in the 
past owing to the superior excellence of the 
ensemble and the music written for the 
former, yet it may be safely predicted that 
the Boston String Quartette is well equipped 
to provide a superlative contribution. 
erhaps it is almost a breach of etiquette 
to extoll the individual artistry of an or- 
ganization which prides itself upon its 
ensemble perfection, and these players will 
not allow themselves to be singly advertised, 
still it may be only just to say that three of 
them are former Boston Symphony Or- 
chestra artists.who have left that organiza- 
tion because a generous endowment has 
given them the opportunity to devote their 
entire time to the quartette. Furthermore, 
their names are familiar locally as individual 
recitalists of accepted merrit. : 

The program they announce for Andover 
is one they could and probably would present 
in any metropolitan centre. It contains two 
quartettes and two fugitive pieces. The 
, eng are the Ravel and a Haydn in 

major. 

The Ravel quartette is one of the very 
greatest in the whole literature. Written 
some years ago, it created a sensation on its 
initial performances because of its epoch- 
making innovations. It far exceeded the 
exoticism of the wonderful Debussy quartette, 
and hostile and supporting camps immediate- 
ly arose. The recent experiences of Strav- 
insky’s, “Le Sacre du Puritemps” offer 
immediate parallel. Time has ae an 
the work is now universally acclaimed as a 
great masterpiece. Such is the history of 
most great works. It is in the active rep- 
ertoire of every string quartette. It is 
difficult to detach the qualities that make 
the Ravel work so great. It is not the 
pronounced individuality of the music, 

rhaps it may be the nature of the spirit 
inherent in it. There are wide reaches of 
emotion in its content, and it seems to have 
the magical power of establishing remoteness 
and mystery with the greatest economy of 
means. There is nothing of Teutonic ro- 
manticism in this music and yet there is a 
grip about it that is equally as stirring. 
Perhaps it embodies the quintessence of the 
Gallic spirit. Ravel is conceded to be the 
greatest living French composer, and he is a 
man not quite fifty years old. 

This program embodies the two extremes. 
The Haydn quartette does not grip the 
emotions nor reach the spiritual heights of 
the Ravel, but it beams with friendliness and 
good humor. Not all music of Haydn is 
merely joyful, contrary to popular opinion. 
Much of his music is grave and ceremonious, 
And while this quartette is cheerful music, it 
is not infantile. In the quartette- and a few 
symphonies, Haydn proves that he is still far 
from being merely an historical figure in 
music even though he was born in 1732. 

This concert will give pleasure to any 
lover of music whether austerely erudite or 
unaffectedly and luxuriously unsophisticated.

Old Scottish Buildings 
Something of Mystery 


All over Scotland are hundreds of 
forts built on hilltops. The White 
Caterthun, in Forfarshire, Is a good 
example of these. It consists of four 
circles of stone, the diameter of the 
inner circle being 80 paces. The stones 
are 25 feet thick at the top and over 
100 feet thick at the base. 

Beyond the outer circle is a ditch 
with an earthen breastwork round it, 
while beyond this, again, runs a double 
entrenchment, The entrances to these 
various circles are zigzagged, so that 
each’ remains covered by fortifications. 

The fort at Bamukin, in Aberdeen- 
shire, has five great stone circles, all 
flawlessly built, although there are no 
toolmurks to show how they were 
shaped. 

These bulldings are interesting, but 
not puzzling, but there are others, com- 
monly known as Picts’ Burghs, to 
which no use can be assigned. 

A burgh is a single tower, round in 
shape, wide at the bottom and narrow- 
ing towards the top from the outside. 
The outer walls of these towers, 
shaped Into circles, have no openings 
of any sort except the entrance. Ob- 
viously, then, the buildings were never 
intended for forts. 

Inside the walls slope the reverse 
way, and between the two are count- 
less rooms, often too small for people 
ever to have lived in them. The largest 
of these mystery towers ig that of

be sold, where you may have it ready 
at any time, and also unmade, at rea- 
sepable rates,” 


SHOWS INCREASE 


Augmentation in Chicago and 
- Decrease in New York. 


Washington.—The death rite in the 
registration area of the United States 
increased 12.3 per 1,000 of population 
in 1923, from 11.8 in 1922. Mortality 
figures for lust year, made public by 
the department of commerce, show 
thut only seven states out of the 
total of thirty-eight, comprising the 
death registration area, had a lower 
rate than in 1922. These were Colo- 
rado, Idaho, Montana, Oregon, South 
Carolina, Utah and Washington. 

To afford a true basis of comparison 
between states and communities, the 
rate table showed “refined” rates ar- 
rived at by adjustment for differences 
in the age and sex distribution of the 
population and for deaths of nonresi- 
dents, 

Maryland with 14.2 per 1,000 showed 
the highest refined rate among the 
states, while the lowest, 8.7, was re 
corded by Montana. Next to Mary 
and, Louisiana showed a rate of 13.5. 
while a rate of 13.3 was reported for 
tlorida, Virginia and Delaware. The 
next lowest rate to that of Montana 
was Nebraska’s figure of 9.3. 

Of six states for which the “re- 
fined” rate was figured separately for 
the white population and that classi- 
fled as “colored,” Maryland had the 
highest rate in both divisions, with 
12.6 for white and 22.8 for colored. 
Mississippi showed the lowest in the 
group for both, with 9.7 for white and 
fifteen for colored. 

Of the forty-four cities with popula- 
tlon exceeding 100,000: for which the 
refined rate was figured only on the 
population as a whole, the highest, 
15.7 appears for San Antonic and the 
lowest, 9.5, for Portland, Ore. 

Among eleven cities in this popula- 
tion class for which the rate was fig- 
ured on the race division, Atlanta re- 
corded the highest rate, 31.6, for col- 
ored, and New Orleans the highest. 
14.5, for white. Norfolk showed the 
lowest rates for both white and col- 
ored with 8.3 and 18.7, respectively. 

Among large cities, New York's rate 
of 12.9 showed a decrease from 13.2 
in 1922, while Chicago showed an in- 
crease In the period from 12 to 12.6. 
Boston from 13.3 to 13.5, Philadelphia 
from 13.8 to 14.1, Pittsburgh from 14.2 
to 15.4 and Cleveland from 11.3 to 12.

Your Blankets Are

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Tuberculosis Enemy 
of Young Womanhood 


It. would be disconcerting indeed 
to accept as medico-social gospel the 
statements of Dr, Eugene Lyman Fisk 
before the national educational con- 
ference in New York, concerning the 
physical deterioration’ of the present- 
day girl. His main thesis Is that she 
is giving way under the strain in- 
volved in self-confidently defying tra 
dition and convention. He thinks the 
price she pays for what she considers 
her freedom is a shortening of her 
years, an Inability to reap all that 
should be harvested from life, »hys- 
ically and spiritually, and a general 
depression of health. 

If it be established as a universal 
fact, embracing the whole country. 
that the death rate among women Is 
greater than among men only between 
the-ages of seventeen and thirty-two, 
the reasons are to be sought elsewhere 
than in the woman’s enjoyment of 
“this freedom.” Tuberculosis, child 
birth and: influenza are assigned as 
the principal causes of mortality in 
these 15 years. But one of the boasts 
of medical science is the relative con 
quest of perils attending childbirth. 
and women would hardly seem more 
susceptible to influenza than men. 

Tuberculosis remains as young 
womanhood’s most deadly enemy. It 
is “defiant and resistant” at the ages 
mentioned, though yielding in all other 
groups of the population. This is 
where faulty diet and late hours tell 
most heavily on young women engaged 
in commercial and industrial employ- 
ments. The practical remedy seems 
to lie in a return to the normal home 
life of the mothers, and every influ- 
ence of church and school, of teach- 
er and doctor, should be directed to 
such a readjustment of social life as 
would assure her proper proportion of 
healthful repose to the young woman 
who spends her working hours in 
office or factory.—Philadelphia Bul- 
letin. 


Pest Made Useful 


At the Pacific Northwest forest ex- 
periment station at Portland, Ore., a 
method has been found to utilize the 
energies of a pest. One of the expen- 
sive processes in paper making Is the 
barking of logs, for no bark should 
get into the wood pulp. The director 
of the station, Thornton P. Munger. 
has recently been informed by Dr. F. 
C. Craighead of the bureau of ento- 
mology that beetles can sometimes be 
persuaded to perform this work. 

“One southern lumber company gets 
the beetles to work, Mr. Munger was 
told, by girdling close to the ground 
the pine to be cut for pulpwood,” the 
service bulletin says. “If this is done 
in the late summer, a multitude of 
burk borers and other beetles are at- 
tracted to the trees and in a few weeks 
have the bark so completely loosened 
thut it can easily be slipped off when 
the trees are felled. At this point, how- 
ever, the truce between beetle and 
forester Is at an end, for logging dur- 
irg the winter following destroys the 
insects harbored in the bark, and this 
one abundant feast is their last.”

PRODUCES HUGE 
COPPER CRYSTAL 


Experiments Reveal Some 
Unexpected Facts. 


Schenectady, N. Y.—Copper bars 
that can be bent double with one 
finger, but which require strength to 
straighten again, are expected to lead 
to a greater understanding of the 
properties of metals. The bars, 
which are really single crystals of 
pure copper, were produced in the 
research laboratory of the General 
Electric company at Schenectady, N. 
Y., and have been subjected to many 
kinds of examinations, with the rev- 
elation of numerous unexpected facts. 

Knowledge about the properties of 
metals has been limited in the past to 
observations of masses of small crys- 
tals. The usual piece of metal is a 
conglomeration of small closely 
packed crystals, with the crystalline

metal. X-ray analysis, however, fur- 
nishes conclusive evidence that such a 
crystal has been produced. Doctor 
Davey, by means of special apparatus, 
was able to prove that he had one 
crystal. 

Copper crystallizes im the face-cen- 
tered cubic system, I. e., the atoms are 
arranged at the corners of an imag- 
inary cube, with another atom in the 
center of each face. In studying the 
single crystal, Doctor Davey revised 
the method of examination so that the 
large crystal was used, rather than 
crystalline powder, The specimen 
was swung slowly back and forth 
through an angle of 80 degrees, with 
the edge in the path of the X-rays. 
The rotation of the single crystal 
produced the same effect as using a 
stationary powdered sample, and a 
pattern was received on a stationary 
film.. At the same time a moving film 
was used, mounted on the turnable 
with the crystal. If the specimen 
had not. been a single crystal no lines 
would have been obtained on the 
movable film, since the X-rays would 
have affected the entire film uniform- 
ly. The lines were obtained, however, 
and calculations based ona. compari- 
son of the two negatives showed that 
the axis of the crystal was parallel 
with the direction of cooling the ingot. 

It is difficult to foretell the results 
which will follow a study of large 
metal crystals. It has been thought 
for several years that such specimetis 
would have unexpected properties, 
and now the prophesy is substantiated.

SCENE OF STRIFE 


Explorers Die in Effort to 
Land on Icy Isle. 


Seattle, Wush. -- Wrangell Island, 
rife in story of tragedy and of unfin 
ished projects, has attained the status 
of a Russian possession, to be ex- 
plored and exploited, according to dis- 
patches which the soviet government 
ius allowed to reuch the western 
vorld, 

The first white man to sight Wran- 
sell island, so far as recorded, was 
Captain Kellett of the British ship 
Herald, in 1849. He didn’t land. He 
thought the island, which is 70 miles 
ong and 85 miles wide and which lles 
110 miles north of Siberia and 300 
west of the latitude of Bering strait, 
was part of an arctic continent that 
has been proved nonexistent. 

A small island in that vicinity was 
aumed after his vessel. On Herald 
sland the Stars and Stripes recently 
vas hoisted by Capt. Louis Lane, mas- 
.er of the gasoline schooner Herman, 
after he had made a vain attempt to 
reach Wrangell isliind. 

Interest in Wrangell island appar- 
ntly dates back to 1828, when natives 
reported such an island to Admiral 
sgaron Ferdinand Petrovich von Wran- 
gell; a Russian governor of Alaska.

Secret Messages May Be Han- 
dled Mechanically. 


Washington.—Secret messages for 
military purposes in the future will 
largely be mechanically coded, trans- 
mitted and decoded, in the opinion of 
William F. Friedman, army code ex- 
pert. This will overcome the. present 
drawback of slowness and _ tedious- 
ness, and eliminate the high degree 
of error incident to the difficulty of 
he work. 

The code and cipher section of the 
office of the chief signal officer is ex- 
amining various types of secret nies- 
suge sending devices and compiling 
codes und ciphers for possible use in 
wartime, 

Mr. Friedman is a captain in the 
signal. officers’ reserve corps. There 
are certain types of simple ciphers 
that caf be solved mechanically, he 
says, but the complex sort of cipher 
requires a high degree of analytic 
skill, patience, experience and hard 
work, and takes a peculiarly consti- 
tuted type of mind. 

By a trick use of a certain encipher- 
ing and deciphering machine in the 
code and cipher section, it can be made 
to transiate and write various foreign 
anguages, 

Speaking of utilizing automatic 
means to perform the operations of 
coding, transmitting and decoding, 
Mr. Friedman said: 

“A well-constructed machine can be 
‘elled on not to make many errors 
und will function very much quicker 
han man. What is required in a ma- 
chine is that it should produce cryp- 
tograms difficult to read without the 
key and that it should be very rapi 
in its operation with the key. 
should be simple mechanically, not 
bulky, easily repaired and transported, 
and practical in its operation.” 

It is a curious fact of psychology 
that the average layman thinks he can 
develop an absolutely secret system 
of communication, Mr. Friedman com- 
mented, but that is very far from 
realization, when all factors that have 
to be taken into accotint are consid- 
ered,

world’s oldest cross-word puzzle, For 
years it has been u puzzle, whether 
cross-word or other variety, to arche- 
ologists and the solution now is 
thought to be as remote as ever. Ac- 
cording to many students this ancient 
brain teaser dates from 2000 B. C. 

It is called the Phaestus Disk and 
was found in the Island of Crete. It 
is made of terra cotta and contains 
on both sides a Continuous spiral line 
of picture writing. Since the writing 
never has been deciphered no one can 
say whether it begins ut the center 
und runs outward or follows the re- 
verse course. 

The disk seems to have been in- 
ended originally as a die, and it is 
this interpretation which makes the 
incient “puzzle” appear comparable 
© the cross-word matrices, 

According to students of Cretan an- 
‘iquity, the disk contains a religious 
iyimn and was not really a product of 
the island but was imported from 
Lycia, in Asia Minor, 

In the history of Greece the “cross 
vord puzzle” disappears after Cretan 
times. Specimens of ancient Greek 
poems have survived to the present 
day which show a knowledge of the 
icrostic. Euripides hag a passage in 
one of his plays which Is construed 
so as to have the first letters of the 
lines spell the name “Theseus.” In 
some of the old manuscripts contain- 
‘ng collections of ancient Greek poems 
have been found compositions so 
made as to be in the form of various 
objects, such as the pipes of Pan. 


Ten days later Captain Barrett sent 
the first and second mates and two 
seamen to Wrangell island to cache 
provisions. This party camped on the 
ice near the island, waiting fora piece 
of water to freeze over so they could 
go ashore, The ice carried them into 
eternity. 

On March 12 Captain Bartlett suc- 
ceeded in landing the rest of his party 
on Wrangell island. Six days later 
he left over the ive for Siberia, accom- 
panied only by an Eskimo. 

Stefansson, bereft of his vessel, had 
turned his energies to proving that 
men could travel several hundred 
miles over the surface of the arctic, 
living on the ice and killing seals for 
food and fuel. He led his party to 
safety, 

Stefansson considered that Great 
Britain had a good claim on Wrangell 
islind, which he predicted would prove 
wn invaluable station for aerial trans- 
portation, 

Another expedition, promoted by 
Stefansson, was led to the Island in 
1921 by Alan Crawford, young son of 
nu Toronto professor, 

Lands on Island. 

The next summer Capt. Joe Bernard 
of Nome, in the gasoline schooner Ted- 
dy Bear, tried to reach Wrangell island 
with provisions for the colony. Ice 
extended so far from the island that 
he did not come within sight of It. 

The following summer, 1923, Harold 
Noice, a young Scotchman, led a party 
to the island in the gasoline schooner 
Donaldson, 

Last summer several efforts were 
made by American and Canadian ves- 
sels to reach Wrangell island, but the 
ice was the worst that old-time north- 
erners had known, and all attempts 
failed. 

It was left for a soviet army trans- 
port, the Krasny Oktibr (Red October) 
to make her way up the eastern coast 
of Siberia from Petropavlovsk, thread 
Bering strait and, pressing through 
the ice, reach the island August 20, 
1924. She hoisted the Russian flag.

Crew Abandons Ship With 
$1,000,000 Fur Cargo. 


Winnipeg.—One of the most amas 
ing tales of hardship and oes gt 
that has come out of the Far North in 
years—a tale of hopeless battles with 
ice and sea, of a hair-breadth escape 
from starvation in the wilderness be- 
low the pole—was told by Capt. G 
Foellmer and members of the 
the ill-fated Hudson’s Bay company’? 
ship dy Kindersley when they at 
rived here after abandoning their ves 
sel to the engulfing ice floes off Point 
Barrow. 

“Well, if we had stayed with the 
Kindersley another day we wouldn't 
have had a chance.” That was the 
brief way in which Captain Foellmer, 
a big, gaunt seaman, whose home 
the Arctic ocean, described the esca 
of the Kindersley's crew. His ship, he 
added, probably is at the bottom of 
the northern seas now, with her mil- 
Non-dollar cargo of furs. 


Ship Abandoned. 


Not until all hope of saving her had 
gone did Captain Foellmer reluctantly 
give the order to abandon his stout 
little ship—and then it was with faint 
hope of reaching shore. Many times 
the skipper and sailors of the Kinders- 
ley had attempted to make their way 
to shore across the ice floes after she 
had become wedged solidly in the slow- 
ly moving scum that covered the 
northern sea. Each time they had 
failed, turned back by yawning crev- 
ices in the ice and bewildered by the 
heavy fog which had settled down 
upon the surfounding whiteness. When 
they started ou their final dash it was 
not for shore, but for the open sea, 
where they knew, by wireless advices, 
that the United ‘States steamship 
Boxer was standing by, somewhere out 
in the fog. 

Tossed about in their three little 
skin. boats, not knowing when they 
would be crushed between the groan- 
ing hills of ice on all sides of them, 
the sailors gradually made their way 
northward, traveling so slowly that it 
seemed at times they would never

Canadian Police Discover 
Savage Practices of 
Indians. 


Wrangell, Alaska.—Killing and tor- 
turing members of the tribe having 
failed to drive away evil spirits that 
were causing hunger and disease, an 
Indian in the Liard district of Can- 
ada, 500 miles east of here, hanged a 
dog daily until he had put to death his 
whole sled team. 

This was one of the tales that tric- 
kled through to Wrangell by means of 
gold prospectors after a party of Cana- 
dian royal mounted police passed 
through here recently bound for Van- 
couver, British Columbia, with five In- 
dians accused of torturing to death 
Mocassin, a lad of seventeen, The 
boy was sald to have been buried while 
he still breathed. 

Legends that the Indians of the 
wilds of northern British Columbia 
and southern Yukon commonly tor- 
tured and slew fellow tribesmen for 
being friends and companions of in- 
jurious spirits have long been com- 
mon amoung pi 

Killed for Witchcraft. 

Five months ago Frank Bass, factor 
for the Hudson's Bay company at Fort 
Liard, Yukon territory, reported to 
Canadian authorities that Big Aleck, 
a Cree Indian living on the Mackenzie 
river, had told him that nomad In- 
dians from the Nelson river, in British 
Columbia, had murdered a boy ac- 
cused of witchcraft. The crime was 
placed at 40 miles south of Fort Liard, 

Superintendent Knight of the royal 
police, stationed at Vancouver, sent a 
patrol to Investigate. The Liard dis- 
trict was reached after traveling hun- 
dreds of miles on foot with pack dogs 
and navigating the swift lower Liard 
river by canoe. Big Aleck, when 
found, repudiated the story. The 
party of three policemen, commanded 
by Inspector T._V, Sandys-Wunsch, 
camped near the suspected Indians. 

Patiently studying the territory, the 
investigators came on a hole in which 
they found the body of a boy with his 
hands tied behind him.

Introduce Novel System 


Munich.—“Put a nickel in the slot 
and hear tonight’s opera performance 
in the State opera house,” is the lat- 
est Munich slogan, The telephone 
administration has just opened four 
opera-hearing halls in Munich suburbs, 
where long rows of pay telephones 
walt for customers, eager to hear 
grand opera for 50 pfennigs. 

Telephone subscribers may use 
their phones at home against a 
monthly fee for the opera service. 
When the subscriber who listens to 
grand opera is wanted by another 
subscriber, the exchange interrupts 
the entertainment for the duration of 
the conversation. The transmission 
is entirely over wires and has noth- 
ing to do with radio. Subscribers who 
listen to grand opera need no amplifier 
units and loud talkers as used in the 
radio field.

Airplanes and Cameras May 
Settle Dispute 


Washington.—“If airplanes und effi- 
client cameras had been in use for map- 
making three-quarters of a century 
ago when American boundary treaties 
with neighboring countries were adopt- 
ed and certain state lines were ugreed 
upon, Uncle Sam could rest easier 
about the title to his old homestead,” 
says a bulletin from Washington head- 
quarters of the National Geographic 
society, “Incidentally three genera- 
tions of surveyors and map draftsmen 
would have been spared much futile 
tribulation, and thousands of dollars 
ig litigation would have been saved.” 

The bulletin points out that a sult 
of many years’ standing Is before the 
United States Supreme court to de 
termine the correct river boundary be- 
tween New Mexico. and Texus near 5! 
Paso, and that a similar problem con- 
cerning the international boundary be- 
tween Texas and Mexico along the 
Rio Grande river is to be attacked by 
United States army photographers who 
will snap aerial views of the disputed 
territory. 

Some Rivers Poor Boundaries. 


“Rivers are popularly believed to 
constitute ideal boundaries,” continues 
the bulletin, “since they muke bold 
lines with one jurisdiction on one bank 
and another on the other, Rivers that 
‘stay put’ do make unsurpassed boun- 
daries; but unfortunately there ure 
streams or parts of them that wander, 
so to speak, all over the geographic 
lot; and more exasperating and unsat- 
Isfactory boundaries hardly could be 
devised. Such are streams flowing be 
tween low banks through broad, flat, 
alluvial valleys, especially in semi- 
arid regions where there Is little vege- 
tation to assist in holding unruly wa- 
ters to their channels. 

“Much controversy has arisen since 
the creation of the United States over 
the water boundaries separating our 
territory from that of Canada, from 
the St. Croix river at the northeastern 
corner of Maine to the Rainy river of 
Rorthern Minnesota, the westernmost 
stream boundary along the northern 
line. But the disagreements have been 
over the selections of these streams: 
once agreed upon they have remained 
fixed lines, running in their accus- 
tomed wooded and rock-bound courses. 

“Not so with the Rio Grande, which 
forms the most extensive river boun- 
dary of the United States, and, save 
for some 20 miles along the lower Col- 
orado, constitutes the only interna- 
tional river boundary in the South. 
This river, crossing numerous patches 
of alluvial valley lands, keeps Uncle 
Sam on pins and needles. He can 
never be entirely sure during certain

seasons whether he will wake any day 
to find his supposed boundary marker 
where it was the night before. Bs. 
pecially is this true where the river 
approaches the Gulf of Mexico and 
where the accumulation of waters 
from its lofg drainage basin makes 
spring floods cut irresistibly across 
bends. Farms and ranches have thus 
been shifted over night from American 
© Mexican jurisdiction and vice versa. 

“In the rich alluvial valleys extend. 
ng for miles above and helow El Paso 
the river has had equally marked 
vagaries In the past, but changes are 
few now because of the control of 
flood waters only a_ short distance 
above the city by the huge Elephant 
Butte dam of the United States ree 
lamation service. From the city of 
El Paso northward for approximately 
20 miles the Rio Grande forms the 
boundary, theoretically, between Texas 
and New Mexico, This boundary is 
not the Rio Grande of today, however, 
but that of 1850 when the dividing line 
was supposedly settled for all time 
It Is the disagreement over the loca- 
tion. of this ‘Rio Grande of 1850" that 
has brought about the pending suit be- 
tween the two states in the United 
States Supreme court. 

Farmer Becomes a Smuggler. 

“The vagaries of rivers when inter- 
national lines are affected sometimes 
lead to queer results. South of EI 
Paso the Rio Grande some years ago 
branched in the alluvial valley and en- 
closed ‘a large island. - Across this 
island a surveyed line has since beep 
recognized as the international boun- 
dary between the United States and 


Mexico. Cultivated flelds reach this 
line at many points. Recently United 
States customs officials brought 


charges against a cotton farmer on the 
island for importing cotton without a 
lice@nse, The charges raised in the 
minds of most readers a picture of a 
lawless farmer-smuggler bringing 
loads of ‘bootleg’ cotton across the 
line under cover of darkness. As a 
matter of fact the farmer had inad- 
vertently set his fleld fence some four 
feet south of the international line. 
When he harvested his crop he merely 
followed the entirely proper routine 
of all his farmer neighbors in picking 
ninety-nine one-hundredths of his cot- 
ton. But when he plucked the lint 
from the row or two nearest the fence 
he ran foul of the federal customs 
laws and technically became a smug- 
gler. 

“It Is in this valley from El Paso 
southward for some 60 miles that 
Uncle Sam, with Mexican co-operation, 
will try the experiment of photograph- 
ing his border from airplanes. It ts 
believed that a photographic record of 
the river and its near-by landmarks 
will be invaluable in the future. Any 
disagreements as to changes in the 
river can easily be checked up elther 
by measuring from the locations shown 
tn the picture map or by snapping new 
pictures and comparing them’ with 
those of 1924.”

FLOWERS IN PLENTY 
IN MEXICAN MARKET 


Profusion of Color Marks 
Native Selling Places 


When in Mexico do as the Mexicans 
do is a wise rule to follow in regard 
to rising early in the morning, for if 
you do not you will miss the most de 
lightful and interesting part of the 
duy. Every one is up at daybreak, 
and one of the first duties of the 
housewife is to see about the day's 
marketing. Unlike many women of 
our country, she rarely if ever gues 
to market herself, but prefers to give 
her orders to her servant. 

There is always the market proper, 
which is under cover, with stalls ur- 
ranged not unlike those in our mar- 
kets. This, however, forms but a 
small purt of the whole. All the 
streets-leading to the market have 
their displays, and the human tide of 
color moving in and out has an ir- 
resistible charm. 

The first thing that attracts one’s 
attention upon entering is the flow- 
era, with their riot of color. Violets, 
the double sweet-scented kind; roses, 
with long stems and thick, glossy 
leaves, indescribable in their delicacy 
of color; exquisite carnations, Ww 
dew still on them—all the flowers ; 
can carry and a flashing smile fro. 
the vendor for a few cents, say. 
writer in the New Yerk Herald-Tr. 
une, 

Many of the vegetables sold were 
new to us, especially those of the 
root variety. The Mexican wom.9 
buys her food in small quantities, just 
sufficient for one day’s use. I have 
often seen a woman carrying in ' +r 
hand one onion, a few carrots and 
a slice of squash—probably her soup 
vegetables for one day. Potatoes and 
tomatoes, although natives of these 
southern countries, are small and in- 
ferior, showing little cultivation. We 
were surprised to see many of our 
own native fruits displayed; peaches, 
pears, grapes und apples were plen: 
ful, but did not compare in flavor with 
those grown in the North, Mangoes, 
pineapples and aguacates were at 
their best and were thoroughly en- 
jJoyed. 

Here and there about the market 
Indian women sat cooking over char- 
coal braseros. Rice, frijoles and chile 
con carne were dished up in brown 
glazed bowls, and eaten with strips 
of tortillas, folded so that they could 
serve as spoons. Tortillas are flat, 
thin cakes made of cornmeal and wa- 
ter and fried. Other women sat be- 
hind palm mats, upon which were ar- 
ranged piles of nuts of six or seven 
which they sold for 1 cent a 
pile. These, with a few seeds and 
several bunches of herbs, formed their 
stock in trade, the whole not amount- 
ing to more than 20 cents, 

Beautiful woven baskets, reed and 
raffia work of all kinds, for which the 
Indians of North and South America 


are famous, delight the tourist. The |. 


dyes give brilliant colors of purple, 
yellow, red and green, which harmo- 
nize perfectly with the colors of the 
fruit and vegetables on all sides.

Fossilized Elephants 

The collection of fossilized bones 
at the Los Angeles museum, belong- 
ing to sundry animals that lived more 
than 30,000 years ugo, was augmented 
recently by the lower Jaw and a gi- 
gantic molar of a Columbian ele- 
ohant, a type of prehistoric creature 
»f which fragmentary remains have 
yeen discovered only once before in 
southern California, says an Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch from Los An- 
zeles.

The face of the molar, which is nearly 
sight inches long, is covered with thick 
plates of enamel, while the jaw bone, 
which had been broken off,—has—a 
length of 18 inches, Both tooth and 
jaw were petrified. Their original 
owner lived in the Pleistocene period, 
in the opinion of Dr, W. A. Bryan, di- 
cector of the museum,

Giants Credited With 
Building of Causeway 


The Giants’ causeway is a group of 
basaltic rocks on the north coast of 
Antrim, Ireland. This proniontory, 
which is a portion of the basaltic for. 
mations found in the country of An. 
trim and near Londonderry, projects 
into the North channel, It is called 
Giants’ causeway from the legend that 
it was the beginning of a road which 
the giants began to build across the 
channel to Scotland. In past geological 
periods the basaltic rock seems to 
bave been forced upward. After long 
periods of erosion a long line of per- 
pendicular cliffs 500 feet high ts left. 
For a distance of about 500 or 600 feet 
are many thousands of vertical col- 
umns. Most of them are six-sided, al- 
though some of them have five, seven, 
eight and even nine regularly formed 
sides. In diameter they range from 20 
to 30 inches. The tops of these pillars 
form an uneven pavement, hence the 
name “causeway.” Strictly speaking, 
the Giants’ causeway is formed of 
three causeways, the Little, Honey- 
comb and Grand causeways.—Path- 
finder Magazine,
